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Purim: Myth, Mask and ces 


Purim, Arthur Waskow says, is a holi- 
day of “angry, blood-red humor,” the 
laughter that celebrates a tyrant’s over- 
throw. Paradoxically, it commemorates 
anevent that may never have happened. 
Historians and archaeologists have nev- 
er found any confirming evidence. Un- 
like the Maccabees, who left a kingdom 
as well as a legend and a holiday, Queen 
Esther and her cousin Mordechai exist 
only in the megillah, the Purim story. 
This probable non-event resonates 
backwards and forwards throughout 
Jewish history and legend. The megillah 
records the myth of the Jews’ escape 
from genocide in a foreign land. It comes 
alive again each year as a mask for the 
many narrow escapes of Jewish history. 


Like a mask, it hides — the point of the 
story is hidden behind absurd exaggera- 
tions and repetitions. Like a mask, it 
reveals through exaggeration. Like a 
mask, the story retold becomes decora- 
tive, imaginative, fantastic, psychedelic 
and bawdy. Like a mask, its only use is 
to costume living stories — to remind 
those who encounter it of what lives 
behind the mask. 

The Purim myth embraces the pre- 
ceding Shabbat: Shabbat Zachor — the 
Shabbat of remembrance. The Torah 
reading tells us to “Remember Amalek” 
— the enemy who attacks the helpless. 
When the Israelites, newly freed from 
Egyptian slavery, were wandering in the 
desert, the Amalekites attacked the strag-

The Torah tells us to forget! 

Midrash brings the story up through 
the centuries: hundreds of years after 
the Exodus, King Saul spared the king 
of the Amalekites in battle, against the 
prophet Samuel's instructions. Still cen- 
turies later, Haman, a descendant of the 
king who Saul spared, did battle with 
Saul’s relatives, Esther and Mordechai 
— and lost. 

The writers of the Torah knew that 
some things are too horrible to either 
entirely forget or remember. Purim 
makes it possible to remember tyranny 
and terror by disguising them with

President’s Column 


Where do we get our collective ideas, 
anyhow? Does the Va’ad just come up 
with policy questions or suggestions, or 
new plans or programs, out of thin air? 
Well, sometimes, frankly, yes, that’s just 
how it happens. In 
a moment of inspi- 
ration, someone 
says “Why don’t 
we do this?” and 
the rest of us seize 
upon it. 

Mostly, though, 
our policy and 
planning has a 
slightly more pur- 
poseful and methodical beginning. 
Throughout the year, a lot of topics come 
up through the work of the PAG 
(President’s Advisory Group), a process 
I described in a previous column. In 
addition, our Long Range Plan sets forth 
many programs and projects we agreed 
to do in the next five years, and it is 
being updated as we speak. Twice a year, 
however, past, present and future Sha‘ar 
Zahav leaders convene for an extended 
conversation about the long-range is- 
sues and goals of our synagogue. 

Our summer leadership retreat (which 
we call an Advance, at once less Catho- 
lic- and more progressive-sounding) 
takes place over an entire weekend. For 
at least the past 10 years, we have gone 
up to Wildwood Retreat in Guerneville 
from Friday night through Sunday af- 
ternoon, for meetings, workshops, fun 
and, of course, food. Attendees pay their 
own way, although limited scholarships 
are available. Topics generally focus on 
long-term planning issues, although we 
also make sure to have fun and build 
our sense of community. 

In recent years we found that talking 
about the big issues just once a year is

not enough, so we began having a Mini- 
Advance in February: a day-long 
get-together in the city, generally focused 
on just one or two topics. 

The agendas for both Advances are 
set by the — you guessed it — Advance 
Planning Committee, generally made up 
of people currently in active leadership 
roles. Invitations to the Advances go 
out to current and past leaders, as well 
as to some members who have expressed 
an interest in and willingness to get in- 
volved in future synagogue leadership. 

In the past few years, we have fo- 
cused on broader goals, agreeing on a 
shared vision, and on process issues, 
particularly in the areas of financial sta- 
bility and diversity. This year, our 
Mini-Advance will turn to making our 
vision concrete. Our continued growth 
has placed a lot of demands on our cur- 
rent resources: our staff, our volunteers, 
and our building. How should we ad- 
dress these demands? Setting aside the 
issue of funding for a moment (don’t 
worry, it’s just for a moment), which ar- 
eas are our priorities for expansion? We 
need to put together a concrete wish-list, 
in order to take the next step forward. 

One of the most exciting things about 
Sha’ar Zahav’s Advances is the coming 
together of seasoned people with newer 
people, and the camaraderie that comes 
from that renewed and renewing en- 
ergy. Unlike some organizations I have 
belonged to, which have a few more 
seasoned members doing all the work 
year after year, we are blessed with a 
steady stream of fresh people, with fresh 
ideas and excitement and perspective. 
We always worry that the stream has 
dried up, but somehow it keeps com- 
ing, and it keeps us both honest and 
challenged. 

I look forward, then, to an exciting 
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and challenging Mini-Advance this year 
(February 6), setting us off in some new 
directions. I will report back to you next 
month on those new directions. Stay 
tuned!

Conversion to Judaism 


For the last decade, Reform Judaism has 
publicly encouraged conversion to Ju- 
daism. Encouraging conversion was one 
component ofa broader plan for Reform 
Jewish outreach. When it was first pro- 
posed by Rabbi Al- 
exander Schindler, 
President of the 
Union of American 
Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, many Jewish 
people were very 
uncomfortable. 
Some people feared - S 
aggressiveprosely- Rabbi Yoel Kahn 
tization, imagining 

Reform Jews knocking on strangers’ 
doors to hand out copies of the weekly 
Torah portion. But the deeper anxiety for 
most Jews caused by thecall forwelcom- 
ing converts to Judaism was rooted in 
their own ambivalence about Judaism. 
For self-described non-religious Jews, 
the serious Jewish faith of prospective 
converts reminded them of their own 
distance and separation; for Jews who 
remember Jewish history as an unbro- 
ken series of pogroms and rejections, the 
affirmative choice of others to cast their 
lot with the people and Covenant of 
Israel seemed absurd. 

Reform Judaism’s commitment to 
make Judaism more welcoming to non- 
Jewish spouses, to people exploring 
Judaism and to the children and ex- 
tended families of interfaith couples is 
called outreach. The original goals for 
Reform Jewish outreach were prima- 
rily passive, in that they sought to serve 
people who were already in our con- 
gregations and communities or who 
had found their way to our doors. At 
the San Francisco Biennial of the 
UAHC in October, Rabbi Schindler 
called for a “missionary Judaism, for 
an outreach effort which would do 
more than just welcome the strangers 
in our midst, but seek them out and 
bid them enter.” The fears aroused by 
Rabbi Schindler’s original call for an 
outreach campaign resurfaced, espe- 
cially after his message was poorly 
reported in many accounts. In order to 
clarify his intentions and his words, 
Rabbi Schindler recently sent an open 
letter to all of the Rabbis and conven- 
tion delegates of our movement. His 
letter, which is excerpted below, clari- 


fies what he means by calling for a 
“missionary Judaism.” As he explains, 
our willingness to share and welcome 
others requires that we overcome our 
own internalized anti-Semitism: 

“What I want to do is obviate the 
notion that Judaism is an exclusive club 
for born Jews or that one must be mar- 
ried to a Jew in order to be welcomed by 
us. I want the world to know that the 
doors of our communal home and our 
hearts are open wide to all who are seek- 
ing religious meaning in their lives. 
Certainly, I do not want to send our 
young people to airports to distribute 
leaflets or emulate those missionaries 
who go from door to door to seek con- 
verts. Nor do I want to proselytize to 
anyone who belongs to another church 
or who is committed to another faith 
system.... Above all else, my goal is as 
much internal as it is external. I want to 
alter that mindset among our own 
people who too often think or even say 
that one has to be mentally unbalanced 
to choose Judaism when one is not born 
a Jew or married to a Jew. I see the 
greatest benefit of this newer effort as 
coming to those already Jewish who will 
have to explore their own relationship 
to Judaism in order to resolve to pass it 
on to others.” 

At CSZ, the internalized anti-Semit- 
ism and lesser ambivalences, which in 
the past were sometimes externalized in 
verbal or emotional coldness towards 
people who were not born Jewish, have 
largely disappeared. (I say this based on 
the number of comments made to me 
years ago versus what I have heard more 
recently.) We have not, however, done a 
whole lot to welcome prospective con- 
verts to Judaism, even once they became 
members of our synagogue. I am not 
talking about the aggressive steps Rabbi 
Schindler is proposing, but “inreach” to 
the people who have already found their 
way to us. 

As a start, I would like to begin a 
matching program for prospective con- 
verts. I am inviting those who are 
already Jewish — whether by birth or 
by choice — to become a mentor to a 
person who is exploring Judaism. What 
will mentoring involve? Inviting a per- 
son to synagogue; sharing a place at 
the Seder; explaining the customs of 
the High Holidays. You don’t have to 


be a Jewish maven yourself to partici- 
pate in this program. The qualifications 
are a love of Judaism, an openness to 
learning and Torah, and a readiness to 
share what you do know — in your 
head and in your heart — with another 
who seeks to join us. This will be a 
great mitzvah on behalf of another, as 
well as for our people and our commu- 
nity. The greatest benefit may go, 
though, to the Jewish person who is 
called upon to explore and deepen her 
or his own faith and commitment. If 
you would like to learn more about this 
new initiative, whether as an explorer 
(it’s open to people who are already 
Jewish, too!) or as a guide, please call 
and let me know. We will have an orga- 
nizing shmooze next month.

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January Va’ad Report 


The Va‘ad meeting of January 10, opened 
with Paul Cohen leading the D’var Torah. 
Paul discussed the distinctions between 
the concepts of Jewish ethnicity and Jew- 
ish spirituality, and called for us to rec- 
ognize the importance of observing the 
Jewish calendar in our day-to-day lives. 
He then highlighted the origins of the 
upcoming Tu B’Shevat festival. 

Next, Treasurer Gary Sokol spoke 
about the highlights of our congrega- 
tion’s financial condition. There was 
some concern expressed about the pos- 
sibility that not all members paid 
the amount due for High Holiday guest 
tickets. 

Membership Chair Carolyn Pines pre- 
sented the names of six new adult 
members and two children. The Va‘ad 
took pleasure in approving them for 
membership in the congregation. 

Rabbi Kahn covered a wide range of 
topics in his report. Over the course of 
the previous month, he has put a great 
deal of effort into beginning the process 
of updating, documenting and produc- 
ing materials on lifestyle rituals. Some 
of the specific rituals: aufruf, mourning, 
union ceremonies, house and mezuzah 
dedications, get (divorce), brit, and un- 
veilings. In the future, the rabbi would 
like to work on material concerning 
baby namings, home shiva services, 
and updated information for service 
leaders. 

Bar mitzvahs and bat mitzvahs are 
coming up in March and April. Phyllis 
Mintzer has agreed to act as bar/bat 
mitzvah coordinator in addition to her 
duties as Kadimah principal. The CSZ 
Bar/Bat Mitzvah Guide is almost ready 
to go to press. 

The rabbi has been invited by Temple 
Mt. Sinai of El Paso, Texas, to be its 
Scholar-in-Residence this spring. 

The recent, expensive repair of the 
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CSZ roof highlighted to all of us the 
importance of the building assessment. 
Although payment of the assessment is 
supposed to be the responsibility of all 
of our members, it appears that some 
members have not been paying their 
share. The Va‘ad discussed ways of en- 
suring that everyone complies with this 
crucial assessment. 

Robin Leonard, Carolyn Pines, Alice 
Prussin, Lane Schickler and Susan Tub- 
besing have had a discussion concerning 
membership participation issues and 
volunteer recruitment. Some new mem- 
bers have come to services but have felt 
unwelcome because no one spoke to 
them during the service or the oneg. 
Although all of us are pleased with the 
continued growth in CSZ’s membership, 
we also recognize that it is important 
that everyone feel welcome. Several 
ideas came up which might help to rem- 
edy this problem. Why not initiate 
pre-Shabbat dinners for new members? 
Why not revamp the information packet 
which new members receive? The new 
packet could include the Shabbat 
Manual, information on the various CSZ 
committees, information on what CSZ 
does for its members, and materials 
keyed to the specific interests and needs 
of the new members. Why not invite 
new members to chat with CSZ officers 
and service leaders after Shabbat ser- 
vices? Why not invite new members to 
put a blue dot (or something similar) on 
their name tags so that other members 
could make a point of welcoming them 
at the oneg? 

Related to this concept of new mem- 
bership welcome is the concept of new 
member involvement in the life of the 
congregation. How do we encourage 
new members to think about volunteer- 
ing some of their time? Why not have 
various committee information and 
sign-up material at the back of the sanc- 
tuary? Why not have more frequent 
volunteer opportunity columns in the 
Forward? Why not include a list of vol- 
unteer opportunities in the New 
Member Packet? CSZ needs everyone's 
participation if it is to be everyone’s 
synagogue. 

Spurred on by its desperate need to 
see Tales of the City, the Va’ad adjourned 
at 9:15 with a truncated version of Oseh 
Shalom. A brief closed session followed.

laughter — and by claiming triumph 
over them. 

Purim prefigures every decision to 
remove a mask, or to put one on, to 
come out of the closet, or to go into it. 
There are many kinds of closet, for in- 
stance denying one’s identity, or one’s 
pride, or one’s difference. According to 
a midrash, King Achashverosh tested 
the Jews’ loyalty by challenging them to 
deny their difference. He held a ban- 
quet on the first night of Pesach and 
ordered everyone in the capital to at- 
tend. The Jews attended instead of 
making seders — and nevertheless the 
king let Haman declare war on them. 
The mask of conformity didn’t help 
them. 

A mask can be hard to remove. When 
is the right time? Who can be trusted? In 
the megillah, Esther, after inviting the 
king and Haman to one banquet, loses 
heart or fears the moment is wrong. She 
invites them back to another banquet 
the next night, where at last she reveals 
herself as a Jew. 

The details of Purim recall the details 
of history. Haman knows that his per- 
sonal grudge and greed aren’t enough 
to turn the king against Mordechai — 
even though King Achashverosh is no 
mental or moral giant. Haman falls back 
on accusing the Jews of disloyalty, of 
being “a people apart, who have their 
own laws and do not observe the king’s

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laws.” The king, whose habits include 
agreeing with anyone who gains his ear, 
sentences all the Jews in his kingdom to 
death — and later, when Esther gets his 
attention, orders that they be allowed to 
defend themselves. This is burlesque, 
but believable burlesque. History shows 
it again and again: The tangle of mo- 
tives; the viciousness of some in 
positions of authority; the recklessness 
of others; the endless arbitrary rever- 
sals; the twin requirements for survival,

official decisions and self-defense, luck 
and solidarity. 

Amalek succeeded in attacking the 
weak and famished because the strong 
and organized left them to straggle in 
the rear. But in the Purim myth the dan- 
ger faces the whole community together, 
the weak and the strong, the poor and 
the rich. Esther the queen, who might 
have tried to save herself through si- 
lence, instead risks her life for the people. 
The Jews respect her leadership; all fast 
and mourn together when Esther asks 
them to fast with her. When the time 
comes to fight in self-defense, they all 
fight, in the small towns and the walled 
cities, throughout Achashverosh’s 
mythical empire. On Purim, the com- 
munity unites and succeeds. 

The Purim myth masks the lesson: 
We can’t afford to forget the world’s 
Amaleks, but we can’t stand to remem- 
ber unless we first remember each other, 
our common fate and common respon- 
sibilities. Only by acting together, by 
defending its poorest and weakest mem- 
bers, can a minority community survive 
to laugh in the face of its enemies.

Jerome J. Davis 
1948-1994 


Jerome]. (Jerry) Davis, age 45, died of 
AIDS on January 9 at Davies Medical 
Center in San Francisco. He was pre- 
ceded in death by his spouse, Jeffrey 
Clopper, in May 1987. 

Jerry was born in Philadelphia. He 
graduated from Temple University 
and Villanova University Law School. 
In 1973, he moved to Washington, DC, 
where he worked for the United States 
Department of Labor, Office of the 
Solicitor, as an attorney in the Labor- 
Management Laws Division and the 
Civil Rights Division. In the Civil 
Rights Division, Jerry rose to the rank 
of Assistant Counsel. 

In Washington, Jerry was active in 
gay and local political organizations. 
He was a member of the Langston 
Hughes and Gertrude Stein Gay 
Democratic Clubs. He helped orga- 
nize the first National AIDS Vigil in 
October 1983. He was elected as an 
Advisory Neighborhood Commis- 
sioner from 1985 to 1989. From 1988 
to 1990 he was a board member of the 
AIDS Foundation of the Whitman- 
Walker Clinic. 

In January 1990 Jerry moved to San 
Francisco, where he worked as Assis- 
tant to the Director of the Human 
Rights Commission of the City and 
County of San Francisco until his re- 
tirement in 1992. At the Human Rights 
Commission, he was principal author 
of “Approaching 2000 — Meeting the 
Challenges to San Francisco’s Fami- 
lies,” the report which led to

legislation providing health benefits 
for domestic partners of San Francisco 
city employees. 

Jerry was also active in local and 
national politics in San Francisco. He 
worked on the election campaigns of 
Roberta Achtenberg for Supervisor 
and Art Agnos for Mayor, and was 
Assistant to the Political Communi- 
cations Director of Northern 
California for the Clinton /Gore cam- 
paign. He was a strong supporter of 
Lesbians and Gays of African De- 
scent for Democratic Action 
(LGADDA). In 1991, he was ap- 
pointed to the board of the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel (ALRP), and was 
Co-Chair of the ALRP Board from 
1992 until his death. 

In addition to his impressive ac- 
complishments, Jerry is remembered 
most by his family and friends for his 
enthusiasms. Whether he was dish- 
ing local politicians, attending the San 
Francisco Opera, dancing at the Plea- 
suredome, working out at the 
Embarcadero YMCA, or shopping at 
Nicole Miller, Jerry’s life was full of 
chutzpah and humor. 

Jerry is survived by his loving sis- 
ter, Michele F. Davis of Princeton, NJ, 
and by an extended family of friends, 
including John Stansell, Bruce Will- 
iams, Janet Seldon, Rob Towle, Joyce 
Newstat, Dyan Dreisbach, Bruce Co- 
hen, Ed Avant and Arthur Marcus. 

A memorial service was held at 
Congregation Sha’ar Zahav.

Mailing Changes 

One thing we are conscious of as mem- 
bers of the Forward staff is how expen- 
Sive it is to put outa monthly newsletter. 
And so we have been discussing ways to 
raise revenue and cut back our expenses. 

You've probably noticed the increased 
number of ads; this has brought in much 
money, thanks to the hard work of Bar- 
ney Ugarte. 

Now we are considering another 
change in order to save money: mailing 
the Forward without an envelope.
